1. Old Items:

These are being completed with the extra concrete left over from their normal manufacturing
process. This means they’ll cast a few each week and deliver them when the order is
complete.

d. Material for the overhead door repair in the South Maintenance Building has begun on the

north garage door. All work on both doors is expected to be completed by the July 27t Board
Meeting.

Concrete flat work behind the Police Garage measures 5’ wide and 50’ long. Concrete work must be
completed by the last week in August to allow for a 28 day cure on the concrete prior to the earliest
possible freeze date of the weather in October. Status?

The plan for building a mezzanine in the north end of the East Drying Bed of Corfu #1, for winter storage
of the flowerpot boxes is in for materials pricing and we’re awaiting costs.
